COLORADO USES PLANES 
TO KEEP INDIGENTS OUT 


glers Will Try to Run ‘Cheap

TRINIDAD, Colo., April 22.— 
National Guard airplanes are being 
used for scout duty following re- 
ports that smugglers were plan- 
ning to run “cheap labor” through 
the military zone established to 
keep indigents and aliens out of 
Colorado. 


An intelligence unit of the patrol 
was in action on the boundary be- 
tween Colorado and New Mexico 
and a short section of the border 
along Oklahoma and Kansas on 
the east. 

One flight made yesterday over 
Oklahoma, Kansas and New Mexi- 
co failed to uncover signs of the 
reported smugglers.

Ed C. Johnson, who estab- 
lished the zone after charging that 
railroad interests and sugar beet 
growers planned to import “cheap 
labor,” said he was ready to extend 
the front and order another de- 
tachment of troops.to.duty if nec- 
essary. 

Gov. Clyde Tingley of New Mex- 
ico said Gov. Johnson had assured 
him New Mexico workers would 
be admitted to Colorado as soon 
as a “reserve” of labor in that 
State had been exhausted. 


6 MEMBERS OF BURGLAR RING

Three Former Policemen Among 
Those Sentenced; Another Patrol- 
man Ended Life in Jail.

SEATTLE, Wash., April 22.—Six 
members of Seattle’s burglary ring 
were sentenced to 15 years in the 
penitentiary yesterday by Superior 
Judge Chester A. Batchelor.

All to Be Required Under 
Oath to Describe Needs 
—Council Blames Gov. 
Park for Situation. 


The St. Louis Relief Committee 
abandoned to its own resources to- 
day every family on the relief rolls 
|in which there was a person capa- 


| ble of working whether that per- 


|son had a job or not. 

This action, taken because of a 
shortage of funds, meant the drop- 
ping of 3800 relief “cases”—about 
14,400 men, women and children. 

Confronted with the necessity for 
still more retrenchment, the com- 
mittee began immediate re-exam- 
ination of the needs of the 7700 
“cases’’—29,200 individuals, who re- 
mained on the relief rolls. All of 
them will be required to give, un- 
der oath, detailed statements of 
their condition and needs. 

W. C. Connett, chairman of the 
relief committee, said the purpose 
was “to shake the relief rolls down 
to the absolute minimum.” “When 
we have done that,” he added, “it 
will be up to the people of this 
community to decide whether they 
want to support those on relief or 


‘let them starve.” 


“Even If 11 Children.” 

Connett emphasized that all those 
families in which there is an able- 
bodied person would be dropped 
from the relief rolls, irrespective of 
the extent of their needs and “even 
if a. man had 11 ehildren.’ 

The money available to the com- 
mittee, $147,000 a month appropri- 
ated from municipal relief bond 
issue funds, will not be sufficient 
to provide adequately even for the 
“unemployable” cases which will 
remain on the relief rolls, Connett 
said. 

The cases which remain on the 
relief rolls, Connett said, include 
700 widows with children; i800 aged 
without support; 600 deserted moth- 
ers with children; 4200 cases in 
which the head of the household is 
physically handicapped, and 400 
classed as “miscellaneous.” 

A four-page questionnaire calling 
for complete information about 
present circumstances and past ex- 
periences will be mailed to each of 
these 7700 “cases.” Returned prop- 
erly filled out and notarized. These 
will constitute renewed applications 
for relief. Pending acceptance, re- 
lief extended to those remaining on 
the rolls will be regarded as “tem- 
porary. 

To Receive $17 a Month. 

Connett said he thought that 
nearly all of those remaining on 
the relief rolls would be found, on 
re-examination, to be deserving 
cases. The city’s appropriation 
would make possible monthly allot- 
ments of about $17 to each of these 


sons, on the average. 

The “business men’s survey” of 
relief needs, undertaken’ several 
weeks ago under the direction of 
Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Governmental Research Institute, 
has been abandoned, Connett said,

MOOSE RIVER, N. 8., April 23, 
—A rescue crew digging through 
141 feet of rock and dirt today 
reached Dr. D. E. Robertson and 
Charles Alfred Scadding, entombed 
more than nine days in the Moose 
River gold mine. 

The two men were not taken out 
immediately. There still was dan- 
ger down below, for the rescue 
crews had pushed forward so fast 
that little time had been taken in 
shoring up the crumbling walls 
properly. 

The rescuers broke through a ft- 
nal wall of stone and dirt to reach 
the Toronto surgeon and his friend, 
both of whom were in agony from 
the privations they endured during 
their long wait. So great was the 


pain of the two men that Dr. Rob 
ertson asked for hypodermic injew 
tions at once, Stimulants later 
were administered to the men. 


Third Man Dead. 

Their companion on the descent 
into the gold mine on Easter Sun- 
day night, Herinan Magill, Toronte 
attorney, died two days ago from 
exposure in the underground prison, 

A group of three veteran coal 
miners, members of Nova Scotia's 
famous mine rescue organization, 
The Draegeermen, formed the 
spearhead of the final drive that 
reached Dr. Robertson and Scad- 
ding. 

At the top of the rescue shaft 
stood hundreds of persons. Many 
of them had been on duty day and 
night, helping as best they could ig 
the work of rescue. 

When the report came up from 
the depths that the two imprisoned 
men at last had been reached, 
cheering broke out.

The announcement of the res- 


icuers’ apparent success was made 


by an excited miner who came to 


‘the top of the rescue shaft and 


shouted: “We've got through!” 

For anxious moments afterward 
there was no further news from 
the workings, but it was surmised 
that the miners had reached a com- 
paratively unobstructed gallery 
leading to the trapped men. 

Dr. ¥. R. Davis, Minister of 
Health of Nova Scotia, went down 
the rescue shaft carrying a hypo- 
dermic needle and other 
supplies. He reached the men 
shortly after 4 p. m.

WPA NEEDS BILLION MORE 
THAN PRESIDENT’S FIGURE 


Hopkins Far Ahead of Roosevelt 
Estimate in Spending 
Program. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—Trea- 
sury figures showed today it would 
require almost $1,000,000,000 more 
than President Roosevelt has asked 
Congress to appropriate to keep the 
Works Progress Administration go- 
ing at its present pace during the 
next fiscal year. 

Monthly expenditures under the 
works relief program directed by 
Harry L. Hopkins, Works Progress 
Administrator, reached almost to 
the $200,000,000 mark in March. At 
this rate it would cost almost $2,- 
400,000,000 to finance the program 
for a year. 


The chief executive asked Con- 
gress to appropriate $1,500,000,000 
for next year, but at the same time 
he intimated he might have to ask 
for more if industry did not absorb 
the unemployed faster than it has 
been doing. 

Hopkins, testifying before the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
was emphatic on this point, accord- 
ing to members of the committee 
who heard him in executive session. 
He said the $1,500,000,000 would not 
be enough unless industry took up 
some of the burden, 

No new money was asked for the 
Public Works Administration. Up 
to the end of last month, however, 
it had spent only $57,000,000 of the 
$447,000,000 allocated to it by the 
President, and undoubtedly will 
have much of this left when the 
new fiscal year begins.

RE-ENACTS MURDER 
OF NEW YORK WOMAN 


Upholsterer Taken to Scene, 
Confesses He Killed 
Mrs. Titterton. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 22—aA 
year-old former convict who police 
said confessed he assaulted and 
killed Mrs. Nancy Evans Titterton 
was guarded closely in a jail cell. 


Tied to the crime by a piece of 
cord used in the murder, the ac- 
cused man, John C. Fiorenza, a 
small-statured upholsterer, was in 
a highly nervous condition and 
guards were ordered to take every 
precaution lest he take his own 
life. 

For hours last night he paced his 
cell muttering unintelligibly while 
two policemen stood guard. 

Lights turned upon him showed 
he was suffering a reaction from 
the bravado he displayed yesterday 
when he showed police at the scene 
of the crime how he attacked and 
killed the young writer. 


To Be Arraigned Today. 

Fiorenza was booked on a homi- 
cide charge late yesterday after an 
announcement by Police Commis- 
sioner Lewis J. Valentine that he 
had confessed the 11-day-old crime.

FROM SCHOOL J0B 


Wright District Directors Ac- 
cuse Men of Loafing — 
$2500 to Move Dirt. 


Charging that “dilatory tactics” 
on the part of WPA workers and 
non-co-operation by the St. Louis 
WPA office are hindering comple- 
tion of the new Wright district 
school on Clayton road west of 
Lindbergh boulevard, St. Louis 
County, district school directors or- 
dered today that the workers be 
moved off the job immediately and 
further effort by WPA be discon- 
tinued. 

R. R. De Armond, a member of 
the school board, declared the 
workers had loafed on the job to 
such an extent that a $2500 allot- 
ment, for moving about 600 cubic 
yards of dirt from one side of the 
school yard to the other, has been 
almost used up and the job is only 
about one-third completed. At reg- 
ular rates, the job could have been 
done for about $300, he said. 


“Outrageous Imposition.” 

“The board of directors refuses to 
continue to be a party to such an 
outrageous imposition on our 
school district and the public,” said 
the board’s resolution, ordering the 
work discontinued. “The board had 
great hopes that, upon completion 
of the building, the residents of the 
district could point with pride to 
the fact that the WPA had con- 
tributed very materially to this 
project. 

“However, such little effort has 
been put forth by the workers that 
the board has been forced to the 
conclusion that no beneficiai re- 
sults can be attained through any 
efforts on the part of WPA officials 
or workers. We are sorry that such 
a stand has to be taken, however, 
as the board advised in a former 
complaint, it has an obligation to 
the school district and will attempt 
to complete this project with other 
workers.” 

Job Begun in December. 

Construction of the $25,000 three- 
room brick building began 
January and is scheduled to be fin- 
ished in June. The WPA work of 
grading began in December and 
has proceeded so slowly that at the 
present rate “it won’t be finished 
in a year,” De Armond said. The 
WPA workers, “when they are 
actually working,” get in the way 
of the building workers, he added.

Nolte pointed out to reporters to- 
day that the greater part of the 
record deficit of $1,379,529 when 
the Dickmann administration took 
office, three years ago, had been 
reimbursed from relief bond funds

The Mayor, declaring the city 
had lived within its income since 
he took office, described the deficit 
at the end of each fiscal year since 
he entered City Hall as the’ out- 
growth of the record deficit of 1933 
inherited from the preceding ad- 
ministration. 

Nolte explained that the $1,379,- 
529 figure included $1,199,105 which 
had been advanced for relief pur- 
poses from municipal revenue ac- 
counts and which was paid back 
June 1, 1933, from the proceeds of 
relief bonds. Hence the net deficit 
was $180,423, he added. 

At the end of Dickmann’s first 
fiscal year, in April, 1934, the 
deficit was $149,198 and in 1935 
it was $884,323, due largely to elim- 
ination of a pay reduction of city 
employes. Indications have been 
that the deficit for the fiscal year 
ended April 13, when figured, will 
prove to be between $700,000 and 
$800,000.

DOCTOR SEES DANGER 
IN DEEP COAT OF TAN 


Speaker Discusses Skin Dis- 
eases That Some Times 
Follow Sunburn. 


Despite the greater output of ul- 


traviolet rays of the sun during the 
summer, which are often consid- 
ered favorable to persons suffering 
from skin diseases, the so-cAlled 
“healing virtues” of the summer 
sun may bring forth many distres- 
sing conditions for a large number 
of persons, Dr. Norman Tobias said 
last night in an address on “Sum- 
mer Skin Diseases in the St. Louis 


Society at the society’s building, 
3839 Lindell boulevard. 

Among the commoa skin diseases 
due directly to the effect of the sun 
is sunburn and secondary or relat- 
ed conditions, which are probably 
allergic, he declared, The-incidence 
of sunburn, he said, has been re- 
duced to a large extent by the use 
of filtering oils and creams and 
education of the public as to its 
dangers. 

Quinine and Buckwheat. 

“Persons susceptible to severe 
burn must remember that the 
greatest ultraviolet output is at 
high altitudes as well as the fact 
that in late July the output in this 
latitude reaches its peak,” said Dr.

Tobias as “public enemy No. 1” of 
the summer disabilities. In June, 
July and August, he explained, in- 
creased sweating of the feet cause 
a lowered resistance of the skin 
and a more favorable medium for 
the growth of the organism; and 
in addition the more frequent ex-

Cause of Infections. 


“It is difficult to conceive that 
this disease, so prevalent during 
the school year among adolescents 
and young people, can be much 
worse during the summer; yet its 
spread is distinctly favored by sum- 
mer activities,” he said. “The 
large number of new infections and 
flare-up of old ones is, of course, 
caused by the increased activity of 
the public at summer resorts, out- 
door swimming pools and club 
locker rooms.” 


The cure of ringworm will never 
be brought about by specific chem- 
icals, and the use of iodine and 
strong ointments does more harm 


than good, he continued. Personal 


hygiene of the feet, he said, ex- 
treme cleanliness and the avoid- 
ance of drug store remedies will do 
much to reduce the incidence of the 
disease. 

“The summer pools and country 
club locker rooms need the same 
careful attention that our high 
schools and colleges are receiving,” 
he added. “Summer outdoor pools 
are woefully neglectful of this pub- 
lic health measure. The incidence 
of the disease can be materially 
reduced by compulsory hypo-chlor- 
ite foot baths at the pools.” 

Ivy poisoning, he went on, results 
from contact with the poison ivy 
plant which thrives along the banks 
of the Meramec and Big Rivers. 
He said that more than 50 per cent 
of the population is susceptible to 
the poisoning in some degree. 


Like Other Skin Diseases. 

The disease itself, he asserted, is 
indistinguishable from her skin 
diseases caused by sins such as 
poison oak, sumac, chrysanthemum 
and primrose. The incidence is di- 
rectly proportional to the sensitiv- 
ity of the exposed persons and the 
duration of the exposure to the 
plant, he said, and the peak of the 
morbidity occurs in August.

F. Baker, Banker, on 
Stand at Communications 
Board Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Work- 
ings of directing boards of which 
the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. were described before 
the Communications Commission 
todey by David Franklin Houston, 
who served in the Cabinet in the 
Wilson administration. 

Houston, president of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. of New 
York, and a member of the A. T. 


and T. executive committee and’ 


board of directors, was called by 
Samuel Becker, special counsel for 
the Communications Commission, 
to testify about a decision by the 
company in 1927 to sell, rather than 
lease, the telephone instruments to 
operating companies. 


Another witness was George F. 
Baker, chairman of the First Na- 
tional Bank of New York, and also 
a director and member of the 
executive committee of the A. T. 
& T. ; 

The two witnesses responded 
concisely to all Becker’s queries. 

Becker pressed both men for de- 
tails of an executive committee 
meeting in 1927 when the decision 
was reached to sell the instru- 
ments to operating companies and 
to reduce fees for services per- 
formed by the A. T. & T. Both 
said they remembered the action 
generally, but could not recall de- 
tails. 

“Were any reasons advanced?” 
Becker asked Houston. “I don’t 
remember,” Houston responded, 
“put I am sure reasons were giv- 
en.” 

“On what do you base that as- 
sumption?” Becker demanded. “It 
is customary in executive commit- 
tee meetings to have matters be- 
fore the committee clearly and 
definitely presented by the offi- 
cers in charge,” Houston replied. 
“Discussion follows, so that the 
members can exercise their best 
judgment.” 

“Is discussion at the meetings re- 
corded?” Becker asked. “No,” 


Houston replied. 
“Has any recommendation by the 
Executive Committee ever been dis- 


tors?” “I can’t remember.” 

“Has any recommendation of the 
management ever been disapproved 
by the Executive Committee?” 
“Sometimes matters are brought up 
and are either pressed, or not 
pressed, according to the sentiments 
of the committee.” 

Baker Takes Stand. 

When Baker took the stand Beck- 
er asked him how he happened to 
become a member of the A. T. and 
T. board. “Somebody asked me.” 

“Do you remember who?” Baker 
said he did not remember, and 
Becker asked if there was any way 
he could “refresh your memory.” 
“No,” Baker responded. “I might 
think it over, but I don’t believe 
that would help much.”

George Lansbury, Laborite mem-| 
ber of the British Parliament, urged | 
the formation of a new league of | 
nations including India and aes! 
peoples of Africa. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke of the ef-| 
forts of the Government to help) 
maintain peace among the nations, | 
and added “the record of our peo- 
ple is not so good.” 

"We have continued in 
groups to insist on private profit,” 
she said, “in spite of the appeal 
made to us by our Government to 
keep our trade on a peace time 
basis with all belligerent nations. 

Praises the Quakers. 

“Certain groups in our country, | 
notably the Quakers, who have had | 
a leading part in initiating this 
campaign, have for years tried to 
awaken our individual citizens to 
their responsibility for peace. A 
growing number of groups are now 
associating themselves with the 
Quakers, but by and large the vast 
number of our individual citizens 
still shirk their responsibility; they 
still say, ‘We as individuals can do 
very little to shape national poli- 
cies: They forget that we as in- 
dividuals elect the people who do 
shape those policies and we can 
elect others if at any time we feel 
our representatives fail to conform 
with our desires.

“Statesmen who are quite decent, 
friendly people in private life calm- 
ly tell us that in the next war be- 
tween civilized nations the only 
chance of success is to murder the 
enemy's women and children more 
quickly than he can murder yours, 

“We know what this kind of civ- 
ilized Christian warfare means, 
when we remember the cruel 
butchery of Chinese people by Jap- 
anese bombardment, andthe Chris- 
tian methods of civilization em- 
ployed by the Italians in Abys- 


| sinia.” 


Declaring that the British Em- 
pire, because of its enormous terri- 
tories, is “never at peace or se- 
cure,” Lansbury said that “other 
nations, foolishly thinking imperial 
glory, power and domination over 
others is not a mere will o’ the 
wisp, but something substantial, 
now desire to enter the field of con- 
quest and, as of old, challenge the 
supremacy of those who entered 
the race earlier. 

“We shall not meet this chal- 
lenge satisfactorily by war or sub- 
terfuge. 

“lL want Christians of all na- 
tions to make a united demand that 
here and now an entirely new 
League of Nations shall be formed 
—a league representative of all 
nations, including India, Egypt and 
the African peoples: A world con- 
ference for this purpose should be 
summoned immediately. We must 
put a stop to the incessant chatter 
about armaments and face _ reali- 
ties... . Our conception of a 
League of Nations is of one based 
on the principles of equal rights 
for all people, not rights to fortify 
frontiers and to kill one another.”

STUDENT PEACE STRIKE 
GENERALLY PEACEFUL

Disturbances at Temple 
and Kansas U.—Vassar 
Head Supports Movement.

NEW YORK, April 22.—Student 


demonstrations against war and 


the launching of a two-year “emer- 
gency peace campaign” took place 
today in many American cities. In 
some colleges and high schools, 
students walked out in answer to 
the American Student Union’s call 


for a “strike against war,” and 
heard speakers denounce war at 
campus demonstrations. 

At Dartmouth College, 1200 stu- 
dents attended an anti-war dem- 
onstration sanctioned by the col- 
lege authorities. There were 1500 
at Brown University’s demonstra- 
tion, and 200 Yale students took 
part in a “peace strike.” 

Most demonstrations were peace- 
ful, but the peace day meeting at 
Temple University, Philadelphia, 
disbanded in confusion when a 
flying wedge of husky young men 
overthrew the speaker's stand and 
hurled a shower of tomatoes and 
flour bags. 

Placards reading “Schools, not 
battleships,” and “War anywhere 
means war everywhere,” were car- 
ried by students to a mass meet- 
ing in Madison Square Park, New 
York. Circulars were passed out 
to 1500 City College and Hunter 
College students present, urging 
them never to bear arms. 

New York school authorities esti- 
mated that 10,000 college students 
in the city and 300 pupils of three 
large high schools attended mass 
meetings condemning war. 

An organization satirizinge war 
under the name “Veterans of Fu- 
ture Wars” marched into the 
chapel of Union College, Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., bearing rifles. One 
of the marchers cried, “It’s un- 
profitable to have peace. So we 
want war.” 

Dr. Henry Noble MacCracken,. 
president of Vassar College, joined 
1000 Vassar students in supporting 
the peace strike, and addressed a 
campus meeting. 

President Mary E. Woolley of 
Mount Holyoke College urged 300 
students of the college to mobilize 
for peace behind the banner of 
public opinion. 

At Syracuse University, 800 at- 
tended a peace demonstration, 
while a small cannon was fired at 
intervals. 

Other demonstrations were held 


at Harvard, Massachusetts State 
College, Amherst, Rutgers, New 
Jersey College for Women, and 


other colleges and universities. 

At Lawrence, Kan., fisticuffs and 
a tear gas bomb nearly broke up 
a peace demonstration of Kansas 
University students. 

One subject was taken to the 
Lawrence College Infirmary with a 
gash in his head as police swing- 
ing nightgticks, checked a break in 
the ranks of a student peace dem- 
onstration parade at Appleton, Wis. 

A metropolitan rally here tonight 
of peace, religious, labor, Negro and 
youth organizations will start a se- 
ries of meetings to be held in more 
than 300 cities during April end 
May under the campaign's auspices. 


More than 250 Washington Uni- 
versity students participated in an 
anti-war parade today sponsored by 
the campus Peace Committee, com- 
posed of representatives of eight 
student organizations.

over its relief burden tmmediately, 
‘and asked the ‘legislators to con- 
tinue State aid. Leroy Green, Re- 
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adopted in the February session, 
would not supply sufficient funds 
even with the county’s share of the 
sales tax. The tax also would work 
a “hardship” on property owners 
and tend to nullify Gov. Horner’s 
removal of the State tax on prop- 
erty. 

He cited the March cost of relief 
in St. Clair and Madison counties, 
$89,627 and $78,377, respectively, in 
cluding their share of the sales tax. 
St. Clair would have to raise about 
$50,000 monthly by property tax in 
addition to the sales-tax revenue, 
and Madison about $45,000. Hovey 
said it would amount to more in a 
year than all the general revenue of 
the two counties now levied. 

Many of the counties under the 
July, 1935, act did make local tax 
levies ranging from 4 cents to about 
35 cents, Hovey said, but since the 
tax was not collectible until this 
year, anticipation warrants were is- 
sued, and the money has been 
spent. The act did not make the 
levy mandatory, and other counties 
made no levy. Cook County, which 
in March received more than two- 
thirds of the State’s total relief 
fund, levied no tax. 

Only 2 per cent of the total relief 
requirement was raised by county 
taxation since the Legislature 
adopted the law, while 74 per cent 
was furnished by Federal aid, and 
24 per gent from State funds, Hovey 
said. 

When the February measures 
were passed, further localizing the 
tax power for relief, a companion 
measure also was introduced, pro- 
viding that the townships cannot 
share in the State funds from the 
sales tax unless the maximum levy 
of 30 cents has been made. This 
bill to force the local relief levy is 
pending before the Senate. 

Of the 101 counties in Illinois, 17 
have local government bodies con- 
sisting of three commissioners. In 
83 counties are boards of super- 
visors, each township being rep- 
resented by a supervisor, and larger 
towns by one or more, according to 
population. Cook County has a 
county bureau of public welfare. On 
these bodies administration of relief 
will fall for the next two months. 
After July 1 the supervisor takes 
charge in each township except in 
the 17 counties where the Board of 
Commissioners will be the relief ad- 
ministering body. 

Funds to be made available will 
depend on action in the present 
special session. Senator James 
Monroe of Collinsville hag intro- 
duced a bill providing for a state 
tax on property of 30 cents on $100 
valuation. Other bills provide for 
direct appropriations from state 
revenues and taxing chain stores. 

The fight in the past sessions to 
localize relief administration in 
counties and townships was led by 
the farm group of Representatives, 
and opposed by those from indus- 
trialized districts like Cook Coun- 
ty, where the relief burden is 
heaviest. 

Farm bloc leaders contended that 
districts with- heavy relief loads 
should bear a greater portion of 
the relief costs, instead of distribut- 
ing it evenly over the State as is 
the case when all the relief revenue 
comes‘ from direct appropriations 
and the sales tax. 

They insisted on passage of the 
relief localizing measures, and op- 
posed bills for appropriation of $10,- 
000,000 in the February session, un- 
til the measures for township tax- 
ation and administration, and for 
unseating the State Commission had 
been assured of passage.

Facilities of the Missouri State 
Employment Service, 1806* Wash- 
ington avenue, have not been used 
as extensively so far this year by 
private employers as they were in 
the comparable period a year ago. 

In the first three months of this 
year, C. R. Kammerer, manager of 
the office, @aid to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today, jobs with private 
employers have been found for 1453 
men and women. For the first 
three months of last year the to- 
tal was 2517. The office has an 
“active” file of about 75,000 appli- 
cations for jobs. 

Kammerer, who became manager 
of the office last autumn, was un- 
able to account for the wide spread 
between its first quarter record this 
year and last. He said he was not 
familiar with last year’s records. 
There had been, he said, no change 
in procedure which would account 
for the change, and it was his gen- 
eral impression that employment 
conditions on the average were bet- 
ter this year than last. 

30-Day Job “Permanent.” 

Of the total number of jobs 
found in the first three months of 
this year, 577 were classified as per- 
manent and 876 as temporary. For 
the first three months of last year 
the reports showed 1268 permanent 
and 1249 temporary jobs filled. For 
statistical purposes a job is con- 
sidered to be “permanent” if it 
lasts for 30 days.

THAN OLD, SAY DRYS 


Missouri Anti-Saloon League 
Reaffirms Aim to Exterminate 
Liquor Traffic. 


The creed of the Anti-Saloon 
League—extermination of the liquor 


traffic—was reaffirmed in resolu- 
tions adopted yesterday at the an- 
nual meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the Missouri Anti-Saloon 
League. 

The resolutions urged a contin- 
ued program of temperance edu- 
cation and teaching of total absti- 


nence, and permitting lo- 
cal option in communities and pro- 
hibiting sale of liquor by State 
agencies. 


“The Anti-Saloon League hereby 
emphasises its historic three-fold 
program which has been found so 
effective in the past—*“Agitation, 
Legislation and Law Enforcement,” 
the resolutions said. “These have 
been and must be the methods by 
which the Anti-Saloon League will 
accomplish its purpose of the exter- 
mination of the legalized beverage 
alcoholic traffic. This must be 
done through the printed page, by 
the radio, by the pulpit and by pub- 
lic meetings. Once thoroughly in- 
formed and arouse, the people will 
inevitably demand protection.” 

The report of the Resolutions 
Committee declared that repeal had 
only complicated the liquor prob- 


lem and that a survey of the sit- 


uation in Missouri “clearly reveals. 
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the failure of repeal to justify the 
claims of its proponents.” 

In pre-prohibition days, the re- 
port continued, “the saloon was 
generally considered as typifying 
the traffic at its worst. Today, in 
spite of all assurances of political 
leaders’ to the contrary, the saloon 
is again established in our midst. 
In addition, we now have in our 
communities licensed drinking 
places frequented by women and 
youth who seldom were admitted 
to the old-time saloon. These so- 
called restaurants, operating under 
liquor licenses, often open on Sun- 


days, are in many cases even more | 
of a social menace than the old 
saloon.”

As to the Social Security Act, he 
that where the grant-in-aid 
amounted to meré distribution of 
Federal funds, it seemed to have 
the support of established decisions.

Turning to proprietary corpora- 
tions, Thompson said that in 
light of established decisions, “these 
strange and dangerous instruments 
of expediency are safe from attack 
in the courts.” 

The present administration, like 
its predecessor, seemed to take the 
Hamiltonian view that the Govern- 
ment might spend its funds for any 
object, even though it could not 
legislate on that object, Thompson 
said, thus, with the’countenance of 
the AAA decision, opening the 
wedge for complete subjugation of 
the states. 

Thompson then attacked the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, declaring 
he saw no authority in the Consti- 
tution enabling the Government to 
generate and distribute electric en- 
ergy merely because there was 
authority for it to exercise war and 
commerce powers for purposes of 
national defense and improvement 
of navigation. 

“Our courts will be blind,” he 
said, “not to see that the declared 
purposes of the TVA are only the 
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window dressing to conceal what is 
known—that;the real pur- 
pose is to put the United States in 
the utility business in competition 
with privately owned companies.” 

Stating he had no relation with 
any public utility, other than that 
of consumer, Thompson assailed the 
“attempt to regulate and destroy 
public utility companies.” This act, 
he said, “is the most extraordinary 
piece of legislation I have ever read 
and holds the record for violating 
more provisions of the Constitution 
at once than any other prior act.” 
"The National Labor Relations Act 
and the Coal Control Act, he said, 
weré equally vulnerable to constitu- 
tional objections as had been NRA 
and AAA. 

“Our country’s greatest need,” he 
said in conclusion, “is that those 
with leadership take an attitude 
and cultivate a spirit, not of res- 
ignation to the seeming inevitable, 
but of aggressive hostility to every 
corrupting influence. Our scheme

ON OVERGROWN JAWS 


Dr. C. C Howard of Atlanta 
Tells Orothodontists That Pit- 
uitary Gland Plays Part. 


A new theory that abnormal! over- 
growth of the lower jaw is due to 
the growth hormone of the pitul- 
tary giand, rather than to large 
tonsils and mouth breathing, as 
most orthodontists have contended, 
was advanced by Dr. Clinton 
Howard of Atlanta, Ga., in a paper 
read today before the 
Society of Orthodontists § at 
thirty-fourth annual meeting 
Hotel Jefferson. 

The pituitary is a small, oval, 
reddish-gray body below the brain. 
Its malfunction produces gigantism 
or dwarfism. One condition pro- 
duced by it in maturity, an over- 
growth of the hands, feet and face, 
called acromegaly, was discovered 
by Marie, a French physician 
1886, Dr. Howard related. 
ing 13 cases of advanced growth 


that came to the Good Samaritan 
Endocrine Clinic in Atlanta, Dr.

If the person, in contrast, 
fails to reach growth and maturity 
until an age such as 32, that person 
probably will have a weak jaw, Dr. 
Howard told reporters. The value 
of the X-ray photographs of the 
hand to the orthodontist is that he 
can determine definitely what stage 
of growth the child is in and make 
a decision on whether it is an op- 
portune time to attempt correction 
of malgrowth of the jaws. 


A new method of teaching pa- 
tients under treatment for mal- 
formed jaws, dental arches or 
teeth how to speak properly when 
the physical obstacles have been 
removed was described by its orig- 
inator, Miss Nena Kate Ramsey, a 
speech teacher at Hardin-Simmons 
University, Abilene, Tex. 


She recorded the proper position 
of the tongue in making all the 
tactile consonants—those fashioned 
by the tongue contacting the hard 
palate—by placing a black rubber 
artificial palate dusted with white 
chalk in her mouth, then pro- 
nouncing each consonant in turn 
and photographing the marks made 
on the palate. She will make these 
photographs available to orthodon- 
tists. 


Malformations and Speech. 


The malformations most com- 
monly detrimental to normal 
speech are protruding front upper 
teeth with an underdeveloped lower 
arch, and a receding upper arch 
with an overdeveloped lower arch, 
she said. Lisping is most often 
caused by the upper arch being so 
high and narrow that the tongue 
cannot reach it—and consequently 
make substitutions for original 
sounds, she related. 

Even after the orthodontist has 
corrected the malformation, she 
declared, the old speech habits will 
remain unless the patient is taught 
to make the sounds he had never 
been able to make before. 

A “horrible example” of the bad 
effect of finger-sucking by infants 
was illustrated by Dr. Harrey E. 
Kelsey of Baltimore with a lantern 
slide of a monkey which sucked her 
finger constantly except whén eat- 
ing and developed a round opening 
the size of her finger between the 
upper and lower teeth and a marked 
protrusion of the upper front 
teeth.

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TESTIFIES MILL LOST 
JOB IN UNION DISPUTE 


Carondelet Manufacturing Co. 
Executive Witness at In- 
junction Hearing. 


A hearing began today on ap- 
plications by the Carondelet Manu- 
facturing Co., 5826 South Broadway, 
and the Frank Schmidt Planing 
Mill Co., 2736 Victor street, for 
permanent injunctions against in- 
terference with their business by 
the Carpenters’ District Council. Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt presided. 

The Carpenters’ District Council 
called strikes at these and other 
planing mills early in March in an 
effort to unionize the plants. Temp- 
orary restraining orders were is- 
sued by Judge Joynt to the Schmidt 
and Carondelet firms and the Hut- 
tig Sash & Door Co. Hearing on 
the lattér order was made return- 
able April 30. 

Charlies Reis Jr., vice-president 
of the Carondeelt Manufacturing 
Co., testified his firm and its em- 


ployes had enjoyed pleasant rela- 
tions, but that the mill workers 
were called out on strike March 4, 
after the firm had refused to estab- 
lish a “closed union shop.” He 
said the majority of the St. Louis 
planing mills operated on the 
“open-shop” plan, although many of 
their customers were union con- 
tractors. 


First notice of the carpenters’ 
proposal to put the union label on 
mill products was given last July, 
Reis said, when his firm was man- 
ufacturing pews for an undertak- 
er’s chapel. After the job was 
started, Union Business Agents 
Walter Gebelein and J. A. Klein in- 
formed the customer that the work 
“must be from a union shop,” the 
witness testified. Reis said he was 
unable to reach an agreement with 
the union agents, and lost the job 
after the work was well advanced. 

Recently, Reis said, his company 
lost the mill work for a building 
being constructed for the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. because of union 
activity. 

In an answer to the applications 
for a permanent injunction the car- 
penters asserted they were within 
their rights in attempting to union- 
ize the planing mills, and they 
asked that the temporary orders 
issued by Judge Jornt be dissolved.

Financing plans now call for 
each sport to handle the cost of 
sending its own representation to 
Berlin. Thus, while the basketball 
tryouts fell far short of expecta- 
tions and failed to contribute much, 
if anything, to the general Olympic 
unds, enough was obtained to pay 
he expenses of the basketball 
squad to Berlin and back. It is 
hoped the general fund will fare 
a bit better from the gate receipts 
of the final boxing tryouts, to be 
held in Chicago. 

Cost Reduced. 

The “per capita” cost of sending 
the American team to Germany has 
been sharply reduced, according to 
the latest information. Originally 
it was figured at least $750 would 

required to pay all expenses, per 
thiete. Now it is estimated $500 
will cover each individual's board, 
lodging and transportation, with- 
out any comforts of home being 
missed or meals skipped. 

Thus, while the Olympic Com- 
mittee still is aiming at $300,000, to 
cover all expenses,-including some 
bills left over for the winter sports, 
can fall short of that goal with-

Questions Value of Co-operatives. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE read with some interest that 

Edward A. Filene of Boston has con- 
tributed $1,000,000 for promoting con- 
sumers’ co-operative stores through- 
out the United States. I have also list- 
ened to some addresses on the proposed 
aims of co-operatives to eliminate “capl- 
talism” from business. In the capitalistic 
class is included even the corner grocer. 

It is explained that consumer-owned 
co-operatives are the only solution of the 
depression; that instead of the capitalis- 
tic class, including all retailers, manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, banks and even in- 
surance companies getting the profits, 
the consumers will own all these busi- 
nesses themselves and return the profits 
to the co-operators. 

Their plan is to pay those who invest 
money in their enterprises only the worth 
of money in the market, whatever it may 
be—whether 2, 3, 5 or 6 per cent, The 
profits, they say, will be paid to the co- 
operators on the basis of their purchases. 
They say that they will sell at the same 
prices as the corner grocer and they 
argue against package goods, saying that 
the advertising of such products will be 
saved and they advocate permanent con- 
tainers to save the cost of new packages. 

All of the speakers on this subject point 
to England and the Rochdale plan of 


_consumer-owned businesses in operation 


there for 90 years, They tell of the $600,- 
000,000 profits therefrom in these 90 
years, divided among the consumers after 
deducting the interest paid to those who 
invested their money. Why, then, is it 
that despite these claims, the rank and 
file of the people of England enjoy little 
of the comforts of life as compared to 
the people of this country? Does that 
seem to indicate that the people of En- 
giand have prospered’? 

Again, reverting to the grocery busi- 
ness, the retailer who makes 3 per cent 
net profit considers himself lucky. That 
means that the average family, buying 
$50 worth of food per month, would earn 
in dividends $1.50 a month. Will con- 
sumers go long distances to co-operative 
stores, and carry purchases home, paying 
out more in time and transportation than 
the 5 cents a day they save? 

Furthermore, co-operative companies of 
this type pay no income tax. Where will 
the Government revenue come from if 
the capitalistic class ig put out of busi- 
ness’ And how is it possible under their 
plan to reduce the 10,000,000 unemployed 
through a system that is certain rather 
to increase unemployment? 

Is this a solution of the depression?

FAIR WARNING. 

The special committee of the United States Senate, 
headed by Senator Nye of North Dakota, which has 
been inquiring into the practices of American arma- 
ment manufacturers, has issued a third report on its 
findings, together with certain recommendations. All 
seven members of the committee agree on the funda- 
mental analysis. It is only when they discuss how 
to correct existing abuses that there is divergence 
of opinion. 

This unanimity on the one hand and this division 
on the other were to have been expected. Moreover, 
they are indicative of the state of public opinion on 
both points. @ 

There can be no question that the munitions mak- 
ers have brought their industry into disrepute by 
unconscionable sales methods. The hearings con- 
ducted by the Senate committee during the last two 
years have shown beyond possibility of contradiction 
that the armaments business has violated the stand- 
ards of common decency in its eagerness for profits. 

Indeed, long before the present committee uncov- 
ered the munition makers’ game of playing national 
interests against each other in South American coun- 
tries, certain sections of the industry had already 
written their own indictment. It was as far back as 
1926 that William B. Shearer, self-styled “big bass 
drum” of the abortive Geneva naval arms confer- 
ence, received a fee of $25,000 from three American 
shipbuilding companies to promote sentiment against 
the purposes of the conference. Mr. Shearer may 
not have wrécked the conference, as he would have 
liked to have his underwriters believe, but he did 
his bit. In any case, the incident showed the lengths 
to which makers of war supplies would go to protect 
their vested interests. 

The disclosures of the recent hearings show that 
the armaments industry did not mend its ways as a 
result of the Shearer expose. It has gone on pro- 
moting its own interests with little or no regard to 
social consequences or methods. The result is that 
it finds itself unanimously condemned by the com- 
mittee for indulging in improper practices. 

Now that the munitions business has been found 
guilty, so to speak, what shall be done to reform it? 
Chairman Nye and Senators Clark of Missouri, Bone 
of Washington and Pope of Idaho, the committee ma- 
jority, think that governmental manufacture of the 
tools of war is the solution. The minority, Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan, who, with Senator Nye, 
sponsored the resolution calling for the investigation, 
and Senators George of Georgia and Barbour of New 
Jersey, hold the view the public welfare will “be bet- 
ter served by rigid and conclusive control” of the 
private manufacture of munitions, “except-in a few 
isolated instances.” 

There are substantial arguments in support of both 
positions. The committee majority contends that if the 
manufacture of munitions were taken from private 
hands, the pressure on governments to spend huge 
sums for armaments would be lessened; moreover, 
that there would be important savings through the 
elimination of profits now going to private compa- 
nies. It is argued also—and convincingly—that na- 
tionalization would do away with the international 
traffic whereby munitions dealers sell arms and 
other weapons to any and all buyers, prospective 
enemy and prospective ally alike. 

The minority contends that “if all production be 
concentrated in the Government plants, there will be 
no adequate corollary reliance, through private man- 
ufacture, in the event of a war emergency unless the 
nationalized facilities are maintained at a needlessly 
extravagant and dangerous rate during peace time.” 
Another profession of this side is that private indus- 
try is more efficient than Government operation. 
Still another argument is that local political pres- 
sure would keep Government munition plants operat- 
ing at capacity, regardless of the country’s needs. 
How true this last argument would prove to be no 
one knows, but it cannot be denied that Congress 
has time and again yielded to local pressure on be- 
half of ‘useless navy yards and army posts. 

The committee’s report is a warning to the muni- 
tions makers. If they are wise, they will accept the 


report as such and proceed at once to rid their busi- 
ness of all unsavory practices. They will, moreover, | 
accept without cavil the “conclusive” regulation which | 
the friends of private ownership on the committee | 
propose. Failure to heed the warning of the report | 
will—and should—increase to irresistible volume the | 
already strong public sentiment for nationalization.

REGRETS FROM THE LEAGUE. 

The League of Nations Council has adjourned until 
May 11, after (1) adopting a resolution regretting 
that its efforts have failed to stop a war that violates 
the League Covenant, and (2) sending to Italy a mes- 
sage described as a “supreme appeal” for peace. 

These events are variously received by the spokes- 
men of the nations concerned. They justify Musso- 
lini in exclaiming to a vast crowd in Rome: “Our 
ship has arrived in port with all sails spread!” They 
justify Foreign Secretary Eden in warning that Brit- 
ain may lose faith in the value of the League and 
adopt other means for safeguarding its interests. And, 
above all, they justify the words of Wolde Mariam, 
the Ethiopian delegate at Geneva: 

Is this the effective assistance to which the 
member states obligated themselves in signing 
Article 16 of the pact (providing for sanctions)? 
Is this fulfillment of the promise made by the 
League of Nations in October, 1935, to the victim 
of aggression? 

The Council’s final proceedings will have very lit- 
tle, if any, effect on either side in the war. Musso- 
lini will order his victorious armies to push ahead, 
undeterred by the fact that he is violating the Cove- 
nant and that a “supreme appeal” lies on his desk. 
And the Ethiopians will see their country conquered, 
its defenders blown to pieces and strangled by poison 
gas, cheered not at all by the fact that the League 
Council has sent its regrets. 
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TAKE A BOW, MR. WHITE. 

Pointing out that Kansas is a State which pro- 
duces originals, such as John Brown and Carry Na- 
tion, Gen. Johnson wonders why the Republican Old 
Guard bestows its favor upon Gov.

look. 

Mr. White is not a candidate and will not be one, 
but at least he can take a bow.

TAXES AND POLITICS. 

It is too much to hope, the ways of politics being 
what they are, that Congress in its consideration of 
the pending tax bill will give serious attention to 
proposals to broaden the base of the income tax. 
This is a presidential campaign year, and in such 
a year the political argument for low visibility in 
taxation takes on new potency. Whatever the 
intrinsic merits or demerits of the plan to reorganize 
the present corporation tax system, it has the great 
political merit of directly affecting only a compara- 
tively small number of persons. A lowering of the 
personal income tax exemptions and an increase in 
the rates, along the lines proposed by Senator La Fol- 
lette and others in 1934 and 1935, would, to the con- 
trary, affect great numbers of income taxpayers. 
Hence, as we said, this forthright method of attack- 
ing the revenue problem doubtless will again go by 
the board, 

But the handwriting on the wall is plain: eventu- 
ally the income tax rates, right down through the 
low brackets, must be increased, even as they are 
about to be increased in England.

The Mysterious Paradox of Relief 


up the relief appropriation for the fiscal 

year beginning July 1, and, as matters 
stand today, it will not have the slightest 
idea why it is voting one sum rather than 
another. 

The essential facts about relief are not 
known. From the President down, every- 
one is making his own private guess in or- 
der to explain why, with a very substantial 
increase in business, there is no correspond- 
ing decrease in the number of those de- 
pendent upon the Federal Government. The 
guesses range all the way from Mr. Roose- 
velt’s theory that machinery has permanent- 
ly displaced a large amount of labor to the 
allegation that the rolls are padded to buy 
the next election. But they are all guesses, 
for there are no facts to support any of the 
guesses. 

This is all the more extraordinary when 
we remember that the administration is 
spending immense sums of money on relief 
projects to study all kinds of subjects. It is 
willing to study anything except the subject 
it is spending all the money on. It has money 
to produce plays. It has money for all sorts 
of surveys, inquiries and what not. But it 
shrinks from the proposal to take @ real cen- 
sus of the unemployed and to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the system of relief. 

All that the President has done so far is 
to say that he needs another billion and a 
half to continue providing the relief he is 
now providing. But this begs the question 
of whether it is necessary and desirable to 
continue to provide the kind of relief he is 
now providing. To that question no one can 
know the answer. For the information need-

If we ask ourselves what it is that we need 
to know, we must, I think, go beyond the 
obvious facts about the age, sex, present 
health, previous occupation, of those who are 
on relief. We need to know how the num- 
ber of those now dependent upon Federal 
funds compares with the number dependent 
upon state and local funds before the de- 
pression. 

The question here is: To what degree has 
the Government taken upon itself the nor- 
mal burden of the states and localities? To 
what degree is this necessary because the lo- 
calities are too poor? To what degree is it 
an unnecessary subsidy to state and local 
politicians which relieves them of the ne- 
cessity of raising local taxes? 

There is then a much more difficult ques- 
tion. It is to determine how far the relief 
rolis are increased by the official standard 
of what constitutes need and how far un- 
employment is increased by more or less of- 
ficial standards of what constitutes a wage. 

For example, suppose there is a sma]! com- 
munity in which formerly a man was con- 
sidered eligible for relief if he did not have 
$20 a month. Now suppose that the stand- 
ard of need is raised to $30 a month. There 
will almost surely be many more who do 
not have $30; there will be many more, there- 
fore, who qualify for relief. 

The same holds true of wages. If a pre 
vailing rate of wages is fixed by trade 
unions and by the Government, so that no 
one can be employed in private industry be- 
low that rate and anyone can be employed 
by the Government at that rate, there will 
be more unemployed than if the rate were 
lower. 

Now, this is not said in order to suggest 


that standards of relief and that wages are 
generally too high. Nobody can say that 
because nobody knows. The truth almost 
certainly is that in some communities they 
are now too high and in others they are now 
too low. No one can, however, name the 
communities. 

The essential point is that being unem- 
ployed is not solely a question of being un- 
able to find work. It is also a question of 
not being permitted to work for less than 
a certain wage. And, likewise, receiving 
relief is not solely a question of being desti- 
tute. It is also a question of having less 
income than the official standard. Within 
certain limits, particularly when recovery 
is under way, the number of the unemployed 
is determined by the official! rate of wages 
and the number on relief by the official cri- 
terion of need. 

* « > 

That this must be the case may be seen 
by taking an extreme theoretical example. 
Suppose the Government declared that every 
family ought to have as a minimum the 
Townsend standard of $200 a month. Ig it 
not plain that the relief rolls would instant- 
ly be inflated tremendously? Suppose it 
also declared that no one should work at a 
minimum wage of less than $50. Is it not 
plain that this decree would create vast un- 
employment? 

Now, the main reason why the size of the 
relief rolls and the number of the unem- 
ployed is today so mysterious is that stand- 
ards of relief and of wages are being deter- 
mined in Washington. It is impossible for 
Washington to know what standard and 
what wage ought to prevail in every one of 
the hundreds of thousands of American com- 
munities, 

Washington must deal-in broad generali- 
ties, so it is bound to fix its standards too 
high for some and too low for others. More- 
over, the standards which are too low for 
some communities, being too high for others, 
create artificially a burden of relief and un- 
employment which takes from those who 
are really in need money for those who 
could shift for themselves, ’ 

A centralized, and necessarily political, de- 
termination of relief standards and wage 
rates must in the nature of things keep the 
relief rolls and the unemployment figures ex- 
panded. Washington has to make a show of 
distributing money all over the country. It 
cannot merely concentrate its funds where 
the need requires them. The funds it dis- 
tributes to communities that could get along 
without them literally create unemployment 
and the need of relief. They have to be 
spent, and the beneficiaries figure in the 
statistics. These statistics then furnish an 
apparent reason for continuing the appro- 
priation.

The problem will never be soluble as long 
ag Washington undertakes to fix relief 
standards and wage rates. The system is, as 
it were, upside down. What ought to be 
decided in Washington is how much Federal 
assistance must be given to the states in 
order to relieve unemployment and need at 
the rate determined by the states. 

The question for Washington should not 
be: How much income and what wage does 
a man need in the Township of Hopkins, in 
Farley County, in the State of Roosevelt? 
That is an impossible question for Wash- 
ington to answer. The question should be: 
How much assistance must be given to the

ment intended, he disclosed, to close 
a loophole for the avoidance of 
taxes through the transfer of prop- 
erty to persons abroad by introduc- 
ing new regulatory resolutions in 
Parliament. 

The British National debt at the 
close of the fiscal year was fixed 
at £7,796,056,000, or $38,000,000,000. 

Since the rearmament program was 
“in the interests of all, it is only 
fair that all should contribute to- 
ward it,” he said. 

“At the outset of this new finan- 
cial year, apart from the complica- 
tions of the European situation, 
there were prospets of a full con- 
tinuance of the returning tide of 
prosperity. But that hope had been 
deferred. Instead, I’ve had to ask 
for new sacrifices. 

Attacks by Opposition. 

The Chancellor immediately was 
attacked by the opposition. Clem- 
ent Atlee, Labor leader, said the 
budget was one “which ultimately 
leads to war.” 

Sir Archibald Sinclair called it “a 
budget of shattered hopes.” “The 
financial outlock today is graver 
than at any time since 1931,’ he 
said. 

Housewives rushed to lay in extra 
stocks of tea before prices were in- 
creased. 

“The tea duty was the wrong one 
to choose,’ commented the News 
Chronicle. “It is the poorest class 
of all, the unemployed, who'll be 
hardest hit by this new impost.”

property lying within the city lim- 
its. 


The municipal primary and elec- 
tion provided the first test of 
strength of the Socialist-Progreg- 
sive coalition, and the results were 
very disappointing to both the So- 
cialists and Progressives, who had 
hoped not only to re-elect Hoan and 
Raskin, but to gain a majority on 
the Council and County Board. 
They had had little hope of defeat- 
ing Mudroch and Wendt. 

Hoan’s majority over his nonpar- 
tisan opponent, Sheriff Joseph J. 
Shinners was about 14,000, Shin- 
ners having received 97,124 votes. 
Four years ago Hoan won by a ma- 
jority of 46,000 votes; Could the 
non-Socialists have induced Mud- 
roch to run for Mayor, Hoan’s own 
party members admit he would 
have been defeated. But Mud- 
roch’s health is poor, and he dared 
not subject himself to the rigors of 
a mayoralty campaign. 

Compared with Hoan, the sea- 
soned politician as well as great 
showman and actor, Shinners was 
a weak campaigner, and the con- 
test soon developed into a pro and 
anti Hoan battle. All of the news- 
papers except the Socialist daily, 
and thousands of non-Socialists 
who in the past have been voting 
for Hoan, lined up against the 
Mayor and worked desperately to 
bring about his defeat. 

Loses Part of Former Support. 

Hoan’s loss of a large part of his 
former non-Socialist support was 
due to what is called his swing to 
the Left during the last four years, 
when for the first time he and his 
party had virtual control of the city 
government. His own secretary and 
other party leaders made hot 
speeches at mass meetings. of pick- 
ets in large industrial strikes, and 
Hoan himself addressed some of 
these rallies, encouraging the 
strikers wtih a “God bless you; I 
hope you win.” 

Milwaukee last year had 107 in- 
dustrial strikes; the police depart- 
ment was forced to put in 99,000 
hours of overtime in policing them. 
When the Socialist-controlled com- 
mon council enacted legislation gen- 
erally interpreted as unfriendly to 
industry, the anti-Socialist'§ senti- 
ment began to crystallize rapidly. 

Chief example of the latter was 
the now nationally famous Boncel 
ordinance, empowering the Mayor 
and Chief of Police to close down 
a strikebound plant where pickets 
congregate on two successive days 
in numbers sufficient to constitute 
a menace to the peace of the com- 
munity. Incidentally Frank Bon- 
cel, author of the ordinance, was 
one of the Socialist Aldermen who 
failed of re-election. 

Why Industries Moved. 

The anti-Socialist sentiment was 
strengthened by removal of several 
industries out of Milwaukee in the 
last six years. Some sought cheap 
labor in Southern States, some to 
be nearer their Eastern markets, 
but undoubtedly Socialism was 
partly responsible. 

Hoan in the last few years in- 
creased the number of his already 
frequent trips outside the city to 
address Socialist gatherings in all 
parts of the United States, where 
he was quoted in the press as pic- 
turing Milwaukee as the wonder 
city and its greatness as due to Its 
Socialist government. 

Already tired of being so exten- 
sively advertised as “America’s So- 
cialist city,” certain elements in the 
population “saw red” when Hoan 
and the Socialists got out a pam- 
phlet at the opening of the cam- 
paign entitled “You Are Famous,” 
and including reproductions of 
newspaper headlines about Mil- 
waukee’s winning national health 
contests and other honors, and quo- 
tations from numerous writers and 
public figures praising the city and 
giving much of the credit to Mayor 
Hoan. 

Holding the only major office won 
by his party during the first 16 
years of his regime, and with non- 
partisan common councils in con- 
trol up to four years ago, there 
was little the Mayor could do in- 
dividually or attempted to do. His 
and his party’s program ofthe last 
four years, when they were for 
the first time in power, whipped up 
the storm that nearly blew him 
out of office. 

So evident was it that Hoan was 
fighting with his back to the wall 
as never before in his long political 
career, that Gov. Phil La Follette, 
who, the Socialists had felt sure 
would come here to aid in the cam- 
paign, remained at a safe distance. 

Back where he started from when 
he first gained the office of Mayor, 
there is wide speculation here as 
to what Hoan will do. He is 54. a 
man of dynamic energy, strong per- 
sonality and is a master political 
strategist.

Questions by Chairman Bell 
(Dem.), Missouri, brought testimony 
by Doane that a tax of $800 per year 
per family would be necessary to 
raise the $24,000,000,000 estimated 
to be required to pay the proposed 
$200 monthly pension to all persons 
over 60. Bell said the taxes would 
have to be paid “before consump- 
tion.” 

Doane estimated the average in- 
come of an average family in 1934 
was about $1800, of which $800 
would go for the transaction tax 
under the Townsend plan.

Another person whom you might 
study is Dorothy Parker. Her fa- 
mous .remark about her hostess’ 
toothbrush can be put to many dif- 
ferent uses. Of course, you Tre- 
member the story how Dor- 
othy was week-endnig at the 
home of an alleged friend and in 
the bathroom on a nail was a for- 
lorn and very ratty looking tooth- 
brush. Another week-end guest 
remarked, “What ever do you sup- 
pose our charming hostess does

changes have occurred which re 
sult in advanced deafness, It has 
been estimated that there are three 
million deafened children in the 
United States of school age, many 
of whom could have been improved 
or cured if the deafness were de 
tected at an early age. It can safe 
ly be asserted that there are that 
many deafened adults. 

In a clinic for hard of hearing 
children, careful treatment resulted 
in improvement in about 60 per 
cent, and an actual cure in a great 
many who would have become per 
manently deafened adults. 


Conclusions. 


Certain conclusions have been 
reached from this and other studies, 
(1) That deafness is not always due 
to the ear alone. A painstaking gen- 
eral physical examination has to be 
made. (2) Sinus disease of the nose 
in childhood is extremely prevalent 
in deafened children, and must be 
cured if one wishes to improve the 
hearing. (3) Nutritional factors are 
of extreme importance in a major 
ity of cases. 

Tests for hearing have greatly 
improved. They used to depend al- 
most entirely on the human voice 
or on the ticking of a watch. It is 
said that the famous Vienna otolo- 
gist, Politzer, who introduced the 
treatment of inflating the Eustach- 
lan tube with air for the treatment 
of chronic deafness, used to whis- 
per a soft word, such as “Roches- 
ter,” to his patients when they first 
came for treatment. After they 
had been under treatment a while 
he used a harsh word, such as “Chi. 
cago,” which, of course, they heard 
better and thought that they were 
improved. He regarded this as a 
contribution to the psychology of 
treatment, which undoubtedly it 
was. 

Alexander Graham Bell invented 
a device to make his deafened 
wife hear, and the result is the tel- 
ephone. 

We now have instruments, such 
as the audiometer, in which sound 
can be regulated exactly, and a rec- 
ord in mathematica! terms made of 
the degree of deafness and, in the 
course of time, of the degree of im- 
provement. The patient places an 
ordinary telephone receiver connect- 
ed with the audiometer to one ear; 
a lever is pressed down for the lowe 
est tone (32 double vibrations), and 
the indicator moved until the pa- 
tient hears the sound
